After an introductory survey of England's foreign and colonial commerce and a 
comprehensive analysis of contemporary thought on colonization and emigration, the 
first two volumes of this work describe in some detail the elaborate system devised for 
regulating the course of imperial trade. Attention is then paid to the system of 
imperial defence, to the preferential treatment accorded to English colonial products 
in the mother country, to the Crown's revenues in the colonies, and to the attempts to 
secure the establishment of permanent revenues in the royal provinces. Considerable 
space is then devoted to the elaborate central and local administrative machinery, by 
means of which the laws were executed. The last of these general chapters is devoted 
to the African slave-trade, whose regulation formed an integral part of the colonial 
system. The balance of the work is devoted to an intensive study of the economic 
and political development of the various colonies in so far as it was affected by English 
policy. Attention is paid not only to the communities that now constitute the United 
States, but also in equal measure to the West Indies, the Bermudas, and Newfoundland. 
The work is directly based upon the huge mass of contemporary documents, both 
manuscript and printed, and one of its chief aims is to define with precision the colonial 
policy of that day.
